Washington, August 30.—American 
Maval forces are convoying merchant 
craft acréss the Atlantic, it was dis- 
closed officially today at the navy de- 
partment, and examination of the rec- 
ords shows that the loss of convoyed 
ships by submarines has averaged less 
than one-half of l‘per cent. 

Details of the convoy system are 
withheld. It was stated, however, that 
American war vessels are regularly 
escorting fleets of British, French or 
other allied merchantmen across, the 
protection being supplemented when 
the danger zone is reached by the de- 
gtroyers and other patrol craft.

Several Submarines Sunk. 

‘No U-boat has been captured by the 
Americans. It is the best judgment 
of high officials, however, that sev- 
eral have been sunk by Admiral Sims’ 
destroyers and they are confident to- 
day—more confident than ever be- 
fore—that the sulvmarine menace will, 
be substantially abated as the number 
of destroyers and other craft available 
for the work is increased. 

Reports from London that the sub- 
marines are working farther at sea 


than formerly were confirmed by the 
Mavy department. It may be that new 
boats of greater size and better sea- 
keeping qualities lend to this extension 
that the increased and increasing vig- 
jlance of the anti-submarine forces is 
mainly responsible. 

The effect of the increasing patrol, 
of the employment of airplanes and of 
the addition of new devices to the 
ahti-submarine weapons, has been to 
force the U-boats under water to a 
greater and greater degree. Their ef- 
fectiveness' is limited in proportion.

And 
all the time they are under water they , 
are consuming the stored power of

To Speed Up New Program. 

The decision of the navy department 
to spend $350,000,000 on new destroy- 
ers and destroyer building facilities, 
approved yesterday by President Wil- 
son, is based on the effectiveness of 
the swift fighting machines as proven 
by Admiral Sims’ forces. Every effort 
to speed the new program as well as 
the old will be made and during the 
next year the American destroyer force | 
in European waters probably can be 
more than doubled.

New York, “August 30.—(By Associat- 
ed Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—While the Russians west of 
Fokshani again have deserted their 
posts, thereby permitting the Teutonic 
allies to make additional gains in the 
regions of Ocna and Kezdi-Vasarhely, 
they are giving battle to the invaders 
and on both sectors have _ repulsed 
strong attacks. Between Ireshti and 
Fokshani a majority of the men com- 
prising two Russian regiments deserted 
their trenches and fled, but the Russian 
commanders have taken steps to restore 
the former status of the line by filling 
the gaps with loyal men. ’ 

Following the reports of fresh dis- 
affection among fhe Russians on the 
€dst Bukowina front, which came prior 
to the commencement of the stro- 
grade movement in southern Moldavia, 
Premier Kerensky, in a speech at the 
closing session of the Moscow confer- 
ence, let it be known again that order 
was to be brought out of the chaos by 
the putting.to death of the cowards who 
threw down their arms in the face of 
the enemy.

Public phones 
will be installed in the Young Men’s 
Christian association buildings in vari- 
ous parts of the cantonment, for the 
use of which a charge of 10 cents will 
be made for five minutes or a fraction 
thereof. Operators at the camp will 
not undertake to get any particular 
person to the telephone, but will con- 
nect with the telephone called for and 
the charge will be made whether the 
party desired is reached or not when 
the called telephone answers. The 
Southern Bell will make a complete 
announcement of the details when the 
service has been inségalled.

UN WAR TAX BILL 


Senate Reaches Agreement 
After Day of Spirited De- 
bate Between: Underwood 
and Simmons on War 
Profits. 


Washington, August 30.—An agree- 


bill not later than Monday, september 
10, and the cloture petition filed yes- 
terday was withdrawn. 

The senate’s agreement formally en- 
tered into by unanimous consent also 
provides for disposition of the war prof- 
its section not later than Wednesday of 
next week and of the income tax pro- 
visions not later than the following Fri- 
day, September 7. It also provides for 
earlier action if the debate ends sooner 
than expected. 

The agreement was reached after a 
day of spirited debate between Sena- 
profits, after much negotiations over 
profits, after which negotiation over 
details and after Senator La Follette 
had blocked an effort to fix next Mon- 
day as the day for a vote. If the de- 
bate runs through until September 10 
the bill will have been under senate 
discussion just one month. It passed 
the house May 23. 

Once before at this session, on the 
food control bill, cloture was initiated 
and dropped by mutual agreement for 
final disposition. Cloture proponents 
were confident today of their strength 
but all concerned were anxious to avoid 
initial imposition of the rule. 

Anticipating possible adoption of 
cloture, many amendments were intro- 
duced late in the day. Senators Hol- 
lis, Gore and Brady sponsored provi- 
sions to increase the war profits levy 
to rates ranging from 50 to 66 2-3 per 
cent, and Senator La Follette presented 
a substitute bill designed to raise 
about $3,500,000,000° principally from 
war profits, incomes and liquor taxa- 
tion. 


Simmons vs. Underwood. 


Today’s debate was occupied largely 
by Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
finance committee, and Senator Un- 
derwood, former house leader and 
revenue’ expert. In a three-hour 
speech the latter vigorously criticised 
the committee’s war profits plan, and 
Senator Simmons, with show of much 
feeling, defended the plan and at- 
tacked Senator Bankhead's substitute, 
supported by Mr. Underwood. 

Tomorrow Senator Smoot, republican 
member of the finance committee, will 
resume a speech opposing the Bank- 
head substitute. He is to be followed 
by Senator La Follette with a lengthy 
address advocating much higher war 
profits taxation. The latter has 
amendments pending to take from 76 
to 48 per cent of such profits. 

Denouncing “money slackers,” Sen- 
ator Underwood said the committee’s 
war profits scheme would work many 
injustices, exempt many large corpo- 
rations’ earnings and was “full of dark 
places.” He opposed principally the 
graduated rates and the basis of cal- 
culating profits. While the Bankhead 
substitute, based upon actual value of 
invested capital, is estimated to raise 
$589,000,000, as compared with $1,060,- 
000,000 from the committee plan, as 
‘increased by the so-called compromise 
amendments presented yesterday, Sen- 
‘ator Underwood and also Senator 
Borah declared they believed the latter 
estimate was much larger than actual 
results would show. 


Simmons Attacks Substitute. 

Senator Simmons attacked the Bank- 
head substitute as an alleged exemption 
.of much wealth from _ taxation. He 
| said it was an excess rather than a war 
|profits tax plan, while the committee 
proposal combined both. Admitting 
that the committee, in offering the 
compromise amendments, had acceded 
to sentiment in the senate and of the 
public for higher taxation of war prof- 
its, he insisted that the Bankhead plan 
is basically wrong and would yield lit- 
tle revenue. Senators Smoot and Town- 
send also criticised the Bankhead pro- 
posal, the latter declaring it would 
levy no inflated Cape values 
oe. yield “practically no revenue at 
all. 


Exemption from taxation of § divi- 
dends declared 7 banks and trust com- 
panies as of surplus and undivided prof- 
its accumulated or earned prior to 
March 1, 1913, was proposed in an 
amendment by Senator Pomerene. An- 
other by Senator Ransdell would put 
a tax on cigarettes, ranging from 2 
cents on those retailed for not more 
than 5 cents to 50 per cent on those sold 
at 25 cents or more.

Big ship- 
pers, the government, foreign repre- 
sentatives and others to whom the in- 
formation would be useful have been 
supplied with the detail information al- 
most daily. 

Owing to Atlanta’s unusual ware- 
housing facilities and railroad accom- 
modations, it is entirely probable that 
Atlanta soon may become a warehous- 
ing center for materials to be exported 
through southern ports.

1,000 Barrels of Rare 
Old Wine Poured Into 
A Sewer at Pelham 


Albany, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)— 
The famous “Hand wine,” a thousand 
barrels of it, some of it so old that the 
hoops had slipped off the staves and 
allowed two-thirds of the contents to 
evaporate, were poured into a sewer 
at Pelham today. Two hundred and 
fifty barrels were full. The others 
were from one-third to three-fourths 
full, but all contained scuppernong 
Wine as carefully made as any ever 
The value of the 
wine at commercial prices is estimated 
at $40,000. 

The wine was poured out by Sheriff 
C. D. Crow, assisted by Marshal J. M. 
Smith. 

A special pipe line was laid for a 
distance of a hundred feet from a sani- 
tary line to the basement of a fertilizer 
plant, in which the wine had long been 
stored. Negro laborers brought up the 
casks, which were opened by the of- 
ficers and placed on brackets so that 
the amber liquid poured into the pipe 
line. The breeze caught the fragrant 
bouquet of the well-aged wine and car- 
ried it for blocks, and scores of people, 
Thnany of them sad-visaged and some 
with tears in their eyes, looked on 
while the work of destruction  pro- 
ceeded. 

The officers did not expect to com- 
plete their task until some time tomor- 
row, as each cask must be handled 
separately.

Paris, August 30.—-German attacks on 
the Verdun front last night were re- 
pulsed completely, the war office an- 
nounces. The French penetrated Ger- 
man positions on the Champagne, tak- 
ing prisoners and a machine gun. The 
statement follows: 

“There was pronounced activity by 
the artillery in the region of Braye-en- 
Laonnoia and in the sector of Craonne. 
An attack by the enemy on our small 
posts south of Chevreux was repulsed. 

“In the Champagne east of Teton we 
succeeded, without sustaining any loss- 
in a detailed action, in the course 
of which our troops penetrated the 
enemy line and brought back eleven 
prisoners and a machine gun. Two Ger- 
man attacks in the same region were 
repulsed after spirited fighting. 

“There was active artillery fighting 
on both banks of the Meuse (Verdun) 
front. German attempts north of Cou- 
rieres wood and against our small posts 
north of Vaux-les-Palameix met with 
a complete check.” 

The war office issued the following 
official statemént tonight: 

“There was reciprocal artillery ac- 
tivity on both banks of the Meuse. The 
rest of the front was calm. 

“EKastern Theater, August 29: Patrol 
encounters took place in the Struma 
valley. The artillery fighting was 
quite lively in the region of Lake Doi- 
ran and Monastir.”

Southern Unable to Relieve 

Camp Traffic Situation 
Now, But Promises Five 
O’Clock Passenger Train 
After September 25. 


The Southern railway has declined to 
make its promised shuttle-train service 
between Atlanta and Camp Gordon ef- 
fective at once, instead of the middle of 
October. 

The request of the public safety com- 
mittee for earller service, however, has 


been complied with by the Southern to 


the extent of promising to put on a 
5 o'clock passenger train to Atlanta in 
the afternoon about September 25, if 
traffic and equipment conditions will 
permit. 

At a meeting of the public safety 
committee Thursday afternoon, Henry 
W. Miller, of the Southern railroad, 
stated that under present circumstances 
it will be impossible for the road to 
putonany shuttle-train service before 
the middle of October. 

Mr. Miller added that this is due to 
the fact that the equipment and work-

The statement of a pro-German corre- 
spondent that no matter how high. the 
kaiser comes, “must have him,”

shows the grip he has on the German imagt- 


nation—the grip of a god—for such he has. 


made himself in the minds of many; as, for 
instance, the poor peasant woman who said: 
“We pray to the good kaiser, for God is 
with him!” 

But the cost of the kaiser, in the blood 
and tears of millions, is not taken account 
of-—nor can it be—by the ignorant and all- 
believing. 

They don’t stop to auestion the cost, 
with every defeat turned into “victory’— 
so proclaimed from the housetops—and the 
kaiser crying: ‘May God help further!” 

In this connection The Outlook maga- 
zine presents, briefly, “A German Balance 
Sheet,” as follows: 


Three years ago Germany began this 
war for the conquest of middle Europe. 
What has‘she gainea? What has this 
Bain cost her”?

CONFIDENCE WELL PLACED. 


When The: Constitution first called atten- 
tion to the danger threatened by failure to 
provide adequate transportation facilities 
between Atlanta and Camp Gordon, and in 
following that first warning by repeatedly 
urging the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany to perform its civic duty by construct- 
ing a double-track line to the cantonment, it 
had in mind primarily the only Atlanta mem- 
ber of the finance committee of the com- 
pany’s board of directors, Mr. H. M. Atkin- 
son, who is also chairman of the board. 

We had confidence in Mr. Atkinson—con- 
fidence that his civic pride and his sense of 
obligation to his home city would constitute 
a weight in the equation that would not fig- 
ure in the influences affecting the non-resi- 
dent directors, whose interest in the matter 
would naturally be restricted to the financial 
elements in the project and the common de- 
sire, which everybody feels, to aid the mili- 
tary enterprises of the country. 

It was to be expected, therefore, that, 
even in the face of any possible uncertainty 
on the part of the eastern members of the 
finance committee as to the pecuniary re- 
turns from the proposed investment—though 
the practical certainty was that the double- 
tracking of this line would be a very mate 
rial money-making investment—Mr. Atkinson 
would exert his great influence in favor of 
the double-track project as a matter of civic 
enterprise and pride. 

Atlantans generally, who know Mr. At- 
kinson as a fellow-townsman, felt that way 
about it; and they placed great store in his 
final decision. 

Announcement that the finance commit- 
tee recommended the improvement, which

Something About the 
Newest and the Oldest 
Of the Federal Judges 


SALUTE ON PEACHTREE 
1S NOW DISPLACING 
THE DEBUTANTE STARE 


BY SAM W. SMALL. 

With the-confirmation of Judge Beverly 
D. Evans to be a federal- judge in the south- 
ern district of the state, Georgia obtains the 
distinction of having 
the Patest judge in the 
service as well as the 
three judges who have 
been longest upon the 
whole federal bench. 

Judge.Don A. Pardee, 
of the circuit @ourt, has 
worn the nation’s er- 
mine longer than any 
other jurist now in the 
service. He has occu- 
pied a soft seat on 
Uncle Sam's woolsack 
for thirty-six years. My 
recollection is that he 
was appointed by Presi- 
dent Hayes just before 
he went out of the 
white house. In the 
great Hayes- Tilden contest over the presi- 
dency in 1876-7 Judge Pardee was one of 
the active and powerful republican partisans 
in New Orleans and to him in large part 
was credited the framing-up of the disputed 
electoral vote of Louisiana. 

That extra-constitutional makeshift, the 
electoral commission, by one of its noto- 
rious eight-to-seven decisions, gave the vote 
to Hayes and Wheeler and cheated Tilden 
and Hendricks, the democratic. candidates, 
of the seat that now few men deny they had 
fairly won. 

When, therefore, a vacancy occurred upon 
the bench of the circuit court, it “was con- 
Sidered quite a reasonable recognition and 
reward when Judge Pardee was given the 
silk robe in 1881. He continued to reside in 
New Orleans for some time, but years ago 
he removed to Atlanta and has since been 
one of our distinguished and socially hon- 
ored fellow citizens. He has long been 
eligible for retiremvent for age on full pay, 
but is doubtless indisposed to step down 
while a democrat might be named as his 
successor. He was eighty years old on the 
29th of March, as he was born in Wads- 
worth, Ohio, on that date in 1837. 

Emory Speer is the next oldest federal 
judge in service. He was appointed by 
President Arthur in 1885, just ahead of the 
inauguration of President Cleveland. His 
appointment was due to the fact that in 
congress he had supported certain republi- 
can measures, contrary to his supposed 
democratic § predilections, and had _. been 
beaten for re-election by Henry Carlton. 

His elevation to the district bench was not 
hailed with enthusiasm by the democrats of 
Georgia, but he was “a native son,” and that 
was some compensation. Judge Speer has 
presided over some nationally celebrated 
cases and rendered not a few decisions that 
have become authoritative in federal prac- 
tice. He has always had the faculty of 
creating enemies and it is no wonder that 
efforts have been made to remove him from 
the bench; but the efforts failed, and as he 
will be sixty-nine years old on September 3, 
it is. likely he will eventually “die in the 
harness.” ‘ 

The next longest-term judge is our Wil- 
liam Truslow Newman, who was appointed 
by President Cleveland in 1886 to succeed 
Judge H. K. McKay, deceased. Judge New- 
man was born in Knoxville, Tenn., June 23, 
1843, and passed his seventy-fourth mile post 
over two months ago. § 

He, like Emory Speer, Was a young con- 
federate soldier, and he left one of his arms 
in the wreckage of the great conflict. When 
the war ended, because of remaining preju- 
dices in east Tennessee against all confed- 
erates, many of them—the Inmans, Swans, 
Mynats, Newmans, Arnolds, Broyleses, Par- 
rotts, Wallaces, Williamses, Fains, Earnests, 
and scores of others whom [ need not recal]— 
could not safely or comfortably: return to 
that region, they came to Atlanta and 
have done continuous and splendid service 
in building the enterprises of this great city. 

Judge Newman early became city attorney 
and held that important office for many 
years, until his elevation to the judgeship he 
now holds. He was always an active par- 
ticipant in local and general politics, and 
contributed by counsel and courage to many 
of the hard won victories of the democrats, 
by which the city and state were recovered 
under control of the home people. Whether 
he shall succumb “in the silk” retire and 
rest honorably at ease until subpoenaed 
hence, he will always carry the gratitude 
and full honors of a people he has served 
with conspicuous loyalty and integrity. 

The judge who comes next to the above 
in length of service is Judge Maxey, of 
Austin, Texas, who was appointed in 1888. 

It is an uncommon distinction that Geor- 
gia thus has—holding in her borders the 
deans of the circuit and district federal 
benches and the latest judge seated in the 
district division.

tain water and electricity 
municipal plants, as well as 
manufacturing plants. 
Members Favor Plan. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Pratt's 
speech members of the committee de- 
clared themselves heartily in favor of 


the plan. 

Mayor Candler spoke before the com- 
mittee and urged it to find some way 
of carrying out the plan of Alderman 


Ewing. 

Alderman Ewing's proposal, as stated 
to the committee, and recently pub- 
lished in The Constitution, is to lay a 
big main to a point on the Coosawattee 
river, in the southwestern part of Gil- 
mer county, near Ellijay, Ga., and 60 
miles from ‘Atlanta, to bring the clear, 
crystal water of this stream to Atlan- 
ta. He proposes a 500-acre reservoir 
at a high point some distance out from 
the city. Here an electrical pump 
would be operated by electrical pow- 
er developed at the Coosawattee river 
Plant, and transmitted over munici- 
pally-owned power lines. 

The city would save a small, fortune 
each year in coal bills for operation of 
present municipal plants. 

The point on the Coosawattee river 
is 200 feet above the city of Atlanta. 
The gravity pressure would be more 
than sufficient to bring water to At- 
lanta, besides developing enough 
horsepower along the 
any point to encourage 
operated manufacturing 
which the 
revenue.

Birmingham, August 30.—The Crack- 
ers played the most sensational game 
in the history of the Southern league 
in a field inches deep in mud in beat- 
ing the Barons this afternoon, 3 to 2.

Outplayed in every department 
and outfought the first two days, the 
Crackers came back, gave the Barons 
a country trimming Wednesday and 
today fought their way to victory. 

Never did a team fight as fiercely 
as the Crackers fought today. They 
g@o to New Orleans tonight just in the 
Bame position that they were in when 
they left home, one game behind the 
Pels, with their fighting spirit upper- 
most. 

The Crackers “rode” the Barons indi-

thrown out the ninth.
